3rd, Auuexation: The Colonist 
oi^led "the Annexation aheM" by the 
Standardig There are, , oae hundred 
men in ttiiscommunity who. can pror^ that 
the Staruiard was started to oppose The 
CohoNisT because the latter opposed An- 
nexation! Does our contemponvry de- 
mand the i)roof? 4th. The Esquimalt 
Police: One would have thought that 
our contemporary would have been silent 
on that subject, seeing the extremely 
ludicrous figure it cut thereanent is still 
frcbh iu the public mind. Our contem- 
porary must have formed avory low esti- 
mate of the public, if it hoi)e3 to extricate 
its master from tho luiro into wliich Lis 
shallow aud selfish trickery lias brought 
him by the mere promulgation of such 
self-Bvidont, puorilomisBtatementa as were 
'put forward yesterday. Theattamptnow 
being made to stuvo uQf the dock question 
by eacouraging the hopa that it will be 
undertaken as a Federal work will scarce- 
ly impose upon an iutoUigenL public.

"When wo remcnihor wJiat the 
Eastern Slates have done to stimulate 
their inhabitants in this brunch of busi- 
no s and contrast their cuur.-ju with tho 
Hnpinonoss ofour local Government wocau 
scarcely wonder at the ".■.•c;;!tli juinnining 
roundoursliorcs uutonchod by the hand 
of induittry. It is some consolation, how- 
ever, amid this "sUepy hollow existence" 
to hear of the success rowardingour enter- 
prising follow colonists, of tho Praser. We 
look forward with iiloasure to the day not 
only when Lheso goutlomon have amnased 
woullh hut wiion tliousands of others will 
follow in their wake and cover thoFo mag- 
nificent waters with teeming iiottillaH of 
fishing smacks. ,

A woU informed contemi)orary, iu an 
article complimenting thcHon. Mr. Camp- 
bell upon his elevation to this important, 
new Department in theKPederal adminis- 
triitiorf, thus defines tlie ' functions and 
jurisdiction: 

"This now Department will take tho 
place of that of Secretary of State._ Tho 
duties of the ollice are exceedingly impoi 
taut. The lUiuister of the Tnt(!rior is lo 
have the control aud management of tho 
aJFairH of the North West Territories; to 
be the Superintendent General of Indian 
affairs, and, assucli. to have tho control 
and management of the lands and proper- 
ty of tho indiaus of Canada; to have the 
control and raanngoment of all Crown 
Lands being tho property of tho Domin- 
ion, including thoso known as Ordnance 
and Admiralty Lands, aud all other pub- 
lic lands not specially under the coiifi'ol 
of the Public Works Dopartmout, or of 
that of Militia and Dofeuee (and excepting 
also i\Iuriue Hosjiitab-, and Light Houses, 
and land connected therewith, and St. 
Paul'B, Sable and Portage Island^}; anil 
ho is substituted for tho former Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands, 'as regards 
Ordnance aud Adiniralvy Lands, trans- 
ferred to the late Province of Canada, and 
lying in Ontario and Quebec. And all 
tho duties given to the Secretary of State 
by tho Dominion Lands Act, 1812, are 
transferred now to the Minister of the In- 
terior.
